Sept 2— A volunteer com­ 
mittee of public safety is to be ap­ 
pointed by Coroner Hoftmatf k* try 
to lessen the number of deaths bv 
automobiles .street cars and railroad 
accidents, according to announcement 
made by the coroner today.

The number of deaths from acci­ 
dents of all causes has grown from 
3,482 in 1905 to 5,274 in 1912 ac­ 
cording to the coroner, who declares 
the figures for the first eight months 
of 1913 are more than the total of 
any previous year.
